Major  networks  get  no  air  privileges

BYU  football  fans  will  be  able  to  watch  the 
Aug.  29  Kickoff  Classic,  which  pits  the  defending 
national-champion  Cougars  against  the  Eagles  of 
Boston  College,  on  KSL  Television. 

Although  the  local  station  is  an  affiliate  of  CBS,  it 
purchased  rights  to  broadcast  the  game  from  an 
independent  company  called  Ray  com  Sports. 

According  to  Dave  Manookin,  director  of  Prog¬ 
ram  Scheduling  at  KSL,  CBS  does  not  own  the 
rights  to  the  college  football  season-opener,  nor 
does  either  of  the  other  two  major  entertainment 
networks. 

Manookin  said  when  the  Kickoff  Classic  was 
organized  a  few  years  ago,  rights  to  televise  it  went 
up  for  bids.  “None  of  the  major  networks  even  bid 
on  the  contract,”  he  said.  “The  rights  went  to  an 
independent  company  called  KATZ  Sports.” 

KATZ  owned  the  rights  to  the  Classic  for  five 
years  before  giving  up  the  contract  to  Raycom 
Sports,  another  independent  company  headquar¬ 
tered  in  Charlotte,  N.C. 

Raycom’s  vice  president  of  network  operations, 
Ken  Haines,  said  when  Raycom  acquired  the  con¬ 
tract  in  late  June  of  this  year,  station’s  in  40  percent 
of  the  country  had  already  bought  the  Kickoff 


150  stations  across  the  country.  Haines  explained 
that  this  means  about  80  percent  of  the  country’s 
markets  will  be  able  to  see  coverage  of  the  game. 

“That’s  the  situation  right  now,”  he  said.  “When 
all  is  said  and  done,  I  estimate  that  over  95  percent 
of  the  country  will  have  coverage  of  the  game  avail¬ 
able.” 

•  When  asked  why  the  large  networks  did  not  bid 
on  the  Kickoff  Classic  at  the  beginning,  Haines 
said,  “At  first  inception,  it  was  not  designed  to  be  a 
network  game.  It  was  to  be  sold  to  individual  mar¬ 
kets  across  the  country.”  . 

B  YU  Athletic  Business  Manager  Michael  J.  King 
said  the  Kickoff  Classic  is  handled  much  the  same  as 
a  bowl  game  in  that  revenues  from  the  game’s 
broadcast  will  be  handled  according  to  stipulations 
of  the  contract  that  Raycom  Sports  has. 

The  Kickoff  Classic  js  also  like  a  bowl  game  in 
other  ways.  The  independent  status  of  the  contract 
holder  is  not  unlike  the  television  rights  to  such 
games  as  the  Liberty  Bowl  and  the  Holiday  Bowl. 
In  these  .cases,  individual  stations  purchase  the 
right  to  televise  the  bowl  game  in  their  specific 
broadcast  areas. 

Haines  said  the  saturation  of  this  year’s  Kickoff 
Classic  is  greater  than  that  achieved  in  previous 
years. 

“Technically  the  Kickoff  Classic  is  not  a  network 
game,  although  it  could  be  called  one  since  it’s  going

With  all  the  excitement  generated  by, the  football 
program  and  other  NCAA-santioned  sports  at 
BYU,  the  extramural  sports  program  is  hardly  rec¬ 
ognized  on  campus. 

Although  the  extramural  sports  may  not  be  as 
popular  in  this  part  of  the  country  as  football  or 
basketball  they  are  here  oh  campus  and  are  ex¬ 
tremely  competitive.  < 

Extramural  sports  gained  their  popularity  in  the 
eastern  United  States  as  a  result  of  a  need  to  com¬ 
pete.  Because  of  the  close  proximity  of  schools, 
groups  of  schools,  would  form  informal  leagues  and 
compete  against  each  .other  extramurally. 

Extramural  refers  to  competition  outside  the. 
walls  of  a  city,  school  or  university.  Intramural 
sports  is  competition  within  the  walls#and  between 
members  of  the  same  school. 

Rollie  Bestor  directs  extramural  sports  at  BYU. 
He  assumed  his  responsibilities  in  1980  when  the 
program  transferred  from  ASBYU  and  the  Physic¬ 
al  Education  Department.  There  are  currently  11 
sports  represented  in  the  program. 

“In  the  late  1960s  there  was  such  a  rapid  growth 
in  students  and  ah  interest  in  other  sports  that  it 


became  necessary  to  have  an  administrator,”  Bes¬ 
tor  said.  ASBYU  required  extramural  teams  to 
register  as  clubs  and  provided  money  for  travel 
costs  and  other  expenses.  Group  pressure  on 
ASB  YU  for  money  increased  the  need  to  organize 
the  sports  and  that’s  where  Bestor  fit  into  the  BYU 
extramural  program. 

Bestor  refers  to  extramural  sports  as  the 
“brown-bag  sports”  because  they  don’t  get  the  pub¬ 
licity  that  the  major  sports- do.  “You  can’t  tell  a 
skier  that  he  isn’t  as  strong  as  Robbie  Boseo  or  his 
sport  isn’t  as  important.  It  takes  just  as  much  ta¬ 
lent,  tjme  and  money  to  ski.” 

Extramural  sports  at  BYU  develop  through  stu¬ 
dent  interests.  Many  sports  that  are  popular  in 
other  countries  or  regions  of  the.  United  States  may 
not  be  . considered  as  important  in  this  area  of  the 
country.  For  example,  rugby  started  at  BYU 
through  the  interest  of  students  from  foreign  coun¬ 
tries  where  the  sport  is  popular.  A  group  got 
together,  formed  a  club,  showed  an  interest  from 
students  and  other  colleges  in  the  intermountain 
area  and  convinced  the  extramurals  office  that  it 
was  worth  funding. 

Other  sports  that  have  been  considered  are  hang¬ 
gliding,  parachuting,  horseback  riding  and  horse¬ 
manship,  biathlon  and  crew  boat  racing.

For  the  first  time  in  history;  the 
Utah  Symphony  will  perform  a  sea¬ 
son  within  a  season  as  part  of  the 
1985-86  Performing  Arts  Series  at 
BYU. 

“The  symphony  has  been  wanting 
to  expand  into  Utah  County,  and  we 
have  always  wanted  a  Utah  Sym¬ 
phony  Series,  and  the  best  place  to 
house  the  Utah  Symphony  is  the  de- 
Jong  Concert  Hall,”  said  Paul  Deur- 
den,  BYU  concert  manager.

Duerden  said  the  de  Jong  Concert 
Hall  may  provide  better  acoustics  for 
the  symphony  than  Symphony  Hall  in 
Salt  Lake.  “The  de  Jong  Concert  Hall 
is  half  the  size  of  Symphony  Hall, 
which  allows  for  much  tighter  acous¬ 
tics,”  Duerden  said.  “There  is  not  a 
bad  seat  in  the  de  Jong.” 

In  addition  to  fine  acoustics,  Utah 
County  and  BYU  patrons  will  be  able 
to  purchase  tickets  for  the  entire  six- 
program  BYU  series  for  what  it 
would  cost  to  buy  two  floor  seats  at 
one  performance  in  Salt  Lake.  “There 
is  a  substantial  savings  in  attending 
the  symphony  at  BYU,  not  to  men¬ 
tion  the  time  and  money  saved  by  not 
having  to  go  to  Salt  Lake  to  hear  the 
same  thing,”  Duerden  said.

University  Singers  had  the  opportunity  to  com¬ 
plete  an  international  tour  in  May  —  and  do  some 
missionary  work  as  well. 

The  group  traveled  to  Romania,  Hungary,  Po¬ 
land,  Austria  and  the  Soviet  Union. 

“We  were  excited  about  taking  a  musical  orga¬ 
nization  behind  the  Iron  Curtain,”  said  University 
Singers  director  Ronald  Staheli.  “It  didn’t  take  us 
long  to  find  out  that  people  were  receptive  and 
highly  enthusiastic  about  our  concerts.” 

The  tour  would  have  been  successful  even  if  the 
group  didn’t  sing  because  of  the  things  they 
learned,  Staheli  said.  “It  was  a  thrill  to  sing  and 


perform  for  those  people.  It  was  wonderful  to  see 
the  looks  in  their  eyes  as  we  performed.  We  up¬ 
lifted  them  with  our  music.” 

“The  students  expected  to  have  a  few  great  ex¬ 
periences,  but  every  day  proved  to  be  unforgett¬ 
able,”  he  said.

Rich  kids  retain  edge 
in  computer  literacy 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Schools  -are  still  buying 
computers  at  a  frantic  pace,  and  children  in  rich 
public  and  private  schools  are  gaining  an  ever- 
wider  advantage  over  poorer  youngsters,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  private  marketing  survey. 

America’s  public,  private  and  Catholic  schools 
owned  630.. 000  microcomputers  in  1984-85,  up  75 
percent  over  the  1983-84  school  year,  according  to 
the  50-state  telephone  survey,  “Microcomputers  in 
Schools  1984-85,  A  Comprehensive  Survey  and 
Analysis.”  Market  Data  Retrieval,  a  private  re¬ 
search  firm  in  Westport,  Conn.,  conducted  the 
survey. 

Classroom  computer  boom 

Schools  are  expected  to  have  more  than  a  million 
microcomputers  this  coming  school  year. 

When  the  classroom  computer  revolution  was  in 
its  infancy  in  the  fall  of  1981,  only  18  percent  of  the 
nation’s  public  schools  had  microcomputers.  By  last 
schoolyear,  more  than  85  percent  were  using  them, 
the  survey  found. 

The  number  of  private  non-Catholic  schools  us¬ 
ing  microcomputers  more  than  doubled  last  year 
and  the  number  of  Catholic  schools  with  them  near¬ 
ly  tripled,  but  both  still  lagged  far  behind  public 
schools. 

But  private,  non-Catholic  schools  that  had  com¬ 
puters  tended  to  have  plenty  of  them.  Such  schools 
average  one  computer  for  every  40.5  students, 
while  public  schools  average  one  for  every  63.5 
students.  Catholic  schools  average  one  per  73.5 
pupils. 

John  F.  Hood,  principal  author  of  the  survey, 

,■!  said  Catholic  schools  were  surveyed  separately 
!  from  other  private  schools  because  they  are  less 
affluent  as  a  group  and  tend  to  have  different 
buying  patterns  for  all  kinds  of  education  materials. 

The  report  will  likely  heighten  the  worry  many 
educators  have  expressed  that  poor  youngsters  ha¬ 
ven’t  shared  equally  in  the  computer  revolution. 

•  According  to  the  report,  schools  in  the  wealthiest 
school  districts  had  an  average  of  10.6  microcompu¬ 
ters  in  1984-85,  while  schools  in  the  poorest  dis¬ 
tricts  had  only  6.8. 

Computer  usage  ranked 

How  states  rank  in  computer  use  is  a  bit  foggier. 

The  largest  states  have  the  most  computers  in  their 
public  schools.  California  has  50,356,  New  York 
38,524,  Texas  36,134,  Illinois  25,651. 

But  in  another  critical  measure,  smaller,  rural 
states  led  the  way  in  the  number  of  computers  per 
student  in  public  schools  that  had  computers.  Alas¬ 
ka  had  one  computer  per  24.1  students,  South 
Dakota  had  one  per  33.2  pupils,  Minnesota  one  per 
35.8  students,  and  Wyoming  had  one  per  37.1  stu¬ 
dents. 

By  comparison,  California  had  one  computer  per 
81,2  students,  New  York  had  65.3,  Texas  had  64 
and  Illinois  had  62. 

The  continued  surge  in  educational  computer 
purchases  has  persisted  despite  the  overall  slow¬ 
down  in  the  computer  industry.  Schools  have  man¬ 
aged  to  remain  major  purchasers  largely  because 
computer  manufacturers' have  adopted  the 
strategy  of  selling  terminals  to  schools  at  deep  dis¬ 
counts  in  order  to  create  strong,  long-range  mar¬ 
kets  for  their  educational  programs  or  software.

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State  workers  rest  easier 
thanks  to  day-care  center

Employee  requests  have  led  two  state  agencies 
to  establish  Utah’s  first  day-care  center  for  the 
children  of  state  employees. 

The  Division  of  Family  Services  and  the  Utah 
State  Hospital  have  combined  resources  to  initiate 
the  pilot  program. 

According  to  Janina  Chilton,  Utah  State  Hospit¬ 
al  spokeswoman,  employees  of  the  state  hospital 
have  been  asking  for  a  day-care  center  for  a  long . 
time. 

“They  were  worried  about  their  children  having 
to  come  home  to  an  empty  house  because  the  pa¬ 
rents  were  at  work.” 

Attention  focused  on  these  “latch-key”  children 
— as  the  media  has  labeled  unsupervised  children  of 
working  parents  —  has  convinced  the  state  a  day¬ 
care  center  would  greatly  benefit  the  parents  and 
children. 

“Since  the  state  hospital  has  a  lot  of  room  for  an 
operation  like  this  and  has  ideal  facilities  in  place,  it 
was  decided  the  first  center  would  be  located  here,”

she  said.  “If  the  program  is  successful  it  could  be 
expanded  to  serve  state  employees  throughout 
Utah.-” 

Funding  for  the  center  is  provided  mostly  by  the 
parents,  Chilton  said.  “The  state  did  donate  some 
money  to  get  us  started,  but  we  are,  for  the  most 
part,  self-sufficient.” 

According  to  Chilton,  parents  pay  $6  a  day  for 
their  children’s  care.  The  money  pays  for  two 
snacks,  lunch  and  helps  fund  field  trips. 

Chilton  said  the  field  trips  are  important  because 
parents  want  more  than  a  baby-sitting  service. 

“They  want  the  experience  to  be  educational 


too.”  In  fact,  Chilton  said,  that’s  the  real  charm  of 
the  program.  “Not  only  do  the  children  learn  new 
things,  but  the  parents  have  a  lot  of  say  in  running 
the  program.” 

Their  input  is  relayed  to  a  full-time  staff  that  runs 
the  program,  said  Chilton.  “The  lady  who  runs  the 
day-care  center  is  a  state  employee  too.”  With  a 
master’s  degree  in  recreational  therapy,  she  is  well 
qualified  to  run  the  program,  Chilton  said. 

While  the  program  is  located  on  the  grounds  of 
the  state  hospital,  Chilton  said  there  have  never 
been  any  problems  between  the  day-care  center 
and  the  hospital’s  patients. 

“The  day-care  center’s  schedule  never  conflicts 
with  the  hospital’s,”  she  said.  “The  children  will  use 
the  swimming  pool,  for  instance,  when  the  patients 
are  eating  and  the  children’s  classroom  activities 
take  place  in  a  big  building  situated  away  from  the 
hospital’s  main  area.” 

The  center’s  future  is  promising,  Chilton  said. 
“Response  has  been  good  so  far,”  she  said.  “What 
we  need  to  do  now  is  spread  the  word  about  the 
center  to  state  employees  not  participating  in  the 
program.” 


General  Dynamics  makes  progress; 
Pentagon  lifts  payment  suspension 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Pentagon,  satis¬ 
fied  the  General  Dynamics  Corp.  has  made  prog¬ 
ress  in  strengthening  its  internal  accounting  con¬ 
trols,  has  resumed  monthly  payments  to  the  firm 
for  its  general  overhead  payments,  a  top  Navy 
official  said  Tuesday. 

Everett  Pyatt,  assistant  secretary  of  the  Navy 
for  shipbuilding  and  logistics,  said  the  Pentagon 
was  also  prepared  to  release  roughly  $100  million  of 
the  $437.8  million  withheld  since  a  payment- 
suspension  order  was  issued  March  5  by  Defense 
Secretary  Caspar  W.  Weinberger. 

Pyatt  said  he  was  unable  to  immediately  esti¬ 
mate  the  amount  of  the  monthly  payments  that 
have  been  resumed  because  they  have  been  re¬ 
duced  based  on  the  results  of  various  audits.  Before 
the  payment  suspension,  which  Pyatt  said  was  for¬ 
mally  lifted  Thursday,  the  overhead  fees  were  run¬ 
ning  between  $30  million  and  $40  million  a  month. 


Pyatt  also  disclosed,  however,  that  a  separate 
Navy  ban  on  the  awarding  of  new  contracts  to 
General  Dynamics’  Electric  Boat  and  Pomona  divi¬ 
sions  would  remain  in  place  for  the  time  being. 
Contracts  totaling  roughly  $1  billion  are  being  held 
up,  he  explained,  until  several  longstanding  Navy 
contract  disputes  are  resolved. 

Pyatt  also  said  the  balance  of  the  amount  witheld 
over  the  past  four  and  one  half  months  —  roughly 
$337  million  —  would  continue  to  be  held  by  the 
Pentagon  pending  completion  of  additional  audits 
and  reviews. 

The  Navy  official  said  the  Pentagon  was  now 
satisfied  that  General  Dynamics  had  instituted 
tougher  guidelines  to  prevent  employees  from  sub¬ 
mitting  unallowable  expense  claims.  He  said  the 
Navy  and  Pentagon  were  both  strictly  enforcing  a 
new  regulation  requiring  executives  to  certify 
claims  are  proper  under  penalty  of  perjury. 


Pyatt  cautioned,  though,  that  the  Pentagon  was 
not  offering  General  Dynamics  a  “total  clean  bill  of 
health.” 

He  said  auditors  had  discovered  “general  sloppi¬ 
ness”  in  the  company’s  accounting  sections  but  had 
been  unable  “to  trace  blame  to  a  management  poli¬ 
cy”  that  specified  the  filing  of  even  clearly  improper 
claims. 

General  Dynamics,  the  nation’s  third-largest  de¬ 
fense  contractor,  became  the  most  visible  target  of 
a  “get  tough”  policy  ordered  by  Weinberger  last 
spring  amid  disclosures  the  firm  had  billed  tax¬ 
payers  for  such  things  as  country  club  expenses  and 
dog  kennel  fees. 

General  Dynamics  executives  have  consistently 
denied  any  wrongdoing,  while  acknowledging  their 
internal  accounting  controls  left  much  to  be  de¬ 
sired. 


Taped  texts  aid  visually  impaired

For  visually  and  learning  impaired 
BYU  students,  reading  without  aid 
from  others  is  impossible.  But  36 
volunteers  are  opening  educational 
doors  for  BYU  handicapped  students 
by  reading  and  recording  educational 
materials  that  would  otherwise  be  un¬ 
available.  •  . 

For  the  last  three  years  BYU 
Handicapped  Student  Services  has 
offered  a  free  reading  program  that  is 
not  available  anywhere  else  in  Utah. 
Kelly  Fielding  of  BYU  Handicapped 
Student  Services  said  the  program  is 
sponsored  by  the  University. 

To  make  the  program  work,  the 
handicapped  center  relies  on  volun¬ 
teers.  “Most  people  don’t  realize  how 
long  it  takes  to  record  a  textbook  on  to 
tape,”  Fielding  said. 


Fielding  estimated  it  takes  a  volun¬ 
teer  between  20  and  40  hours  to  re¬ 
cord  one  text. 

“Our  readers  put  in  40-45  hours  a 
week.  At  that  rate  it  takes  one  week 
to  record  one  textbook,”  Fielding 
said. 

The  reading  program  began  shortly 
after  Norman  Roberts  became  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Handicapped  Student  Cen¬ 
ter.  “There  was  a  need  for  the  ser¬ 
vice,  and  so  we  began  to  fill  that 
need,”  Fielding  said. 

Although  federally-funded  reading 
programs  are  available  in  New  York 
and  other  high  population  centers, 
these  agencies  usually  only  offer 
1982-83  copyrighted  texts,  Fielding 
explained. 

.  Facilities  for  the  handicapped  read¬ 
ing  program  are  spread  throughout 
the  BYU  campus.

Study  Abroad  comes  home 
to  recently  remodeled  office 

Location  change  nothing  new  to  program

The  BYU  Study  Abroad  office  ended  a 
year  of  being  housed  in  the  Faculty  Office 
Building  when  they  moved  back  into  the 
newly  remodeled  Herald  R.  Clark  Build¬ 
ing  last  week. 

A  change  in  location  is  nothing  new  for 
Study  Abroad.  According  to  Assistant 
Director  Rodney  B.  Boynton,  Study 
Abroad  originated  as  Travel  Study,  a  divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Continuing  Education  Depart¬ 
ment. 

“As  Travel  Study  got  bigger,  Dr. 
Joseph  Baker  was  asked  to  take  over  and 
develop  the  Study  Abroad  program.  The 
change  took  place  in  1974,”  Boynton  said.  . 

Study  Abroad  began  with  trips  to  Mad¬ 
rid,  Spain;  London;  Paris;  and  Vienna,  Au¬ 
stria.  These  were  offered  as  six-month  ex¬ 
cursions.  Later,  the  trips  to  Madrid  and 
Paris  were  shortened  to  two  months. 

Now,  more  than  25  different  opportuni¬ 
ties  are  offered  for  students  to  study 
abroad.  Boynton  said  it  is  the  most  out¬ 
standing  general  education  program  BYU 
offers. 


•  He  said  in  terms  of  general  education, 
study  abroad  not  only  helps  students  be¬ 
come  more  aware  of  the  world,  but  also 
helps  them  understand  the  classical  herit¬ 
age  of  western  and  eastern  civilization. 
“To  have  the  opportunity  to  see  things  you 
read  about  and  to  live  among  the  people 
and  get  to  know  customs  and  lifestyles, 
studying  abroad  opens  your  mind 
tremendously,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Larry  Shumway,  coordinator  for 
the  Asian  Seminar,  agreed  with  Boynton. 
“It  gives  the  students  experience  that  is 
hard  to  duplicate  in  the  classroom.” 

Shumway  just  returned  from  an  eight- 
week  trip  where  he  took  14  students  to 
Japan,  Korea,  the  Philippines,  Taiwan  and 
the  People’s  Republic  of  China. 

Shumway  said  there  were  five  groups  of 
students.  Four  groups  spent  about  six 
weeks  in  one  of  the  countries,  and  then 
about  two  weeks  touring  the  other  four. 
The  group  that  went  to  the  People’s  Re¬ 
public  of  China  spent  the  entire  eight 
weeks  in  mainland  China. 

“We  had  two  objectives,”  he  said.  “The 
first  was  to  give  a  broad  view  of  Asia,  and 
the  second  was  to  give  a  specific  view  of  an 


Asian  country.” 

Shumway  said  he  would  like  to  see  a 
program  instituted  at  BYU  where  every 
BYU  student  would  be  able  to  go  abroad 
for  at  least  two  months. 

Reading  about  a  civilization  and  then 
traveling  to  the  area  one  reads  about  aids 
the  learning  process,  he  said. 

Boynton  said  Study  Abroad  handles  the 
management  and  logistics  of  the  program, 
but  individual  departments  handle  the 
academics,  orientation  and  faculty  selec¬ 
tion.  “We  assist  the  departments.  We 
don’t  take  over,”  he  said. 

Students  who  are  interested  in  partici¬ 
pating  in  the  Study  Abroad  program 
should  apply  early.  “We  like  to  know  as 
soon  as  they  (the  students)  know,  about 
four  to  eight  months  before  departure,” 
Boynton  said. 

Boynton  recommended  talking  to  the 
specific-  department  to  find  out  about 
possible  prerequisites. 

An  open  house  will  take  place  Sept.  19 
in  the  Conference  Center,  HRCB  from  3 
to  7  p.m.  Directors  from  all  the  programs 
will  be  there.
